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EMPIRE DAY.

To-day is Empire Day. Each year we see 
an extended observanceof Empire Day, more 
couspicuously perhaps in the Colonies 
than in the Motherland. Here in the loval 
Colony of Hongkong, as in many other 
Colonies, it isdeclared by the Government to 
be a Bank Holiday; and when the B nks 
take a holiday so also does the busines: 
community generally. Doubtless in covrse 
of time we shall see May 24th added by the 
British Farlament to the Calendar of St. 
Lungpock as a puwdic holiday. For the 
present, Empire Day in the United Kingdom 
is eclebrated chiefly in the schouls. Last 
year the number of schools, train:ng cailege 
and institutions in the United Kingdom 
which observed Empire Day was 15,640, 
while the number in the Colonies was 
35,482, The approximate number of 
scholars attending these schools was nearly 
seven millions, and as at least an equal 
number of adults attended the celebratiorvs 
it was calculated that May 24th was 
observed lust year by between thirteen anil 
fourteen million subjects of H. M. the King. 
The population of the British Empire 
spread over twelve millions of square miles 
or 21 ; er cen! of the eirth's land surfice, is 
estimated at tour hundred millions, or 22 
per cent of th» po:-ulat on of the Earth ; so 
thatthe movement has still plen'y of room to 
grow.

“CHINA AND STEAM 
NAVIGATION, 


—_—————@ 
(Daily Press, May 25th) 

Ons of the ‘so-culled ‘Retorms proposed by 
the Board of Posts and Communications at 
Pekingcan hardly bedescribed otherwisethan 
as a distinct step backwards towards chaos. 
It is proposed to remove the working of the 
China Merchants Steam Navigation Company 
from its present hands, and place it directly 
under the Board of Posts and Communica- 
tions. Now it is not at all suggested by us 
that the China Merchants Steam Navigation. 
Co.is a model of management either in the 
past orat present. Originally intended asa go- 
verniment monopoly tooust the fureiyuer from 
the supposed enormous profits of ownership, 
the public was invited to subscribe, and was 
allotted shares. For afew years pretence 
of kesping accounts was kept up, but the 
accounts did not btlaoce, and soon ceased to 
be published., The affair had in fact got 
into official hands, and a deficit was its 
normal condition. By-and-bye the admini- 
strations concerned grew tired of always 
paying out, an the managers were given to 
understand, that they would have to make 
bith ends meet, while the shareholders 
clamoured tor dividends, Under presssure 
from b th, the institution developed into a 
plain burivess concern, tl:ough where the 
profite, which were certainly earned, went 
has never been explained. The Company 
kept itself afloat, provide! for renewals, and 
kept its fleet in good order aud condition, 
and on the whole, so far as externals ard the 
public were concerned, was ably conducted, 
und gave no offence, nor created any 8 andals 
nor were complaints made of unfair 
treatment nor unjust preferences; 80 that 
whatever the shareholders might have to 
complain of, neither the public, nor the 
other competitors for freight had any cause 
for grumbling. It may have been. the case 
that the management was not very pro- 
gressive, but that- was a failing which it 
«hared with all the other associations plying 
on the coast or rivers, wnd, a8 reasonable 
facilities were afforded to the owners of 
freight, and the China Merchants Co, in no 
respect fell bel w the level of the others, no 
gerious occasions of complaint, such ag might 
have afforded a ground for the in‘erposition 
of Government, were ‘obe noted against it. 

In view of all this, it is by no metns to be 
wondered ut that the shareholders, remem- 
bering the past, should prote- In , un- 
uistakeable terms against the proposed 
aesumption of the Company by the Metro- 
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politan Board of Posts and Communications, 
not only without consulting them, but 
without a,hint as to compensation. 
Recent examples of the result, of official 
control of the capital provided by the 
public at large for the formation of public 
companies do not suggest that any im- 
provement has lately taken place; the inost 
notorious instance of official defalcation ig, 
of course, to be noted with regard to the 
money subscribed at the instance of the 
Government itself for the purpose of con- 
structing the line of railway from Canton 
to Hankow. Originally the concession of 
the construction had been granted to an 
American syndicate, which had failed to 
provide the funde, and when called on hid 
sought {o transfer the concession for a 
consideration to the Russo-Belgiau syndi- 
cate who had financed the line from 
Hankow northwards. As the principal 
reason for granting the concession in the 
first instanee to an Alerican syndicate had 


been to pravent theentire length of the Trunk 


Line from north to south falling into the 
hands of a-ingle body of concessionaires, and 
as the contract contained a clause forvidding 
the transfer, the Chinese Goverument was 
within its Jegal rights in cancelling the con- 
cession, and determining that the line 
should be carried out hy Chinese capital. 
Under these circumstances the Government 
made un appeal to the patriotism of its 
subjects, and issued a large amount of 
shares which were eagerly taken up on the 
understanding that the shar-holder< were to 
elect their own Directors, and have full 
control over the expenditure of their own 
money. Far otherwise was the view of the 
provincial government of Kwangtung, which 
on getting ho'd of the money procee'ed to 
appoint, without anv reference to the shiare- 
holders, official directors, whose first care 
was to divide umongst themselves a large 
portion of the money in hand, appoint an 
army of friends and relations to the various 
posts, and absolutely refuce to render any 
accounts whatever. The shareholders 
protested but without success, and the 
result was that when th» time came for com- 
mencing work, the subscribed capital ha: 
already dizapeared. ° uch the same thing 
had occurred cn the other lines for which 
subscriptions had been called for, in some 
instances the whole of the subscribed capital 
having mysteriously disappeared, leaving 
uot a trace behind, not even a mock board 
of directors baving been appointed. Now 
in the early days of the so-called China 
Merchants Steam Navigation Company, 
something similar hid occurred, but the 
Government had apparently not set learned 
the art of self-appropriation and the official 
managers, though they carefully kept the 
milch cow for their own benedt, and render- 
ed no accounts to the sharehaldera, om 
remonstrance had the grace to make what 
they thought a reasonable return for the 
capital subscribed in the first instance. As 
we have shown above, the affair in other 
respects was really conducted on ordinary 
lines, and there was little grumbling. * 
Now, however, haying the exainple of the 
Railway before them we find the share- 
holders uniting in a petition to the Metro. 
politan Board of Po-tsand Communications 
against the proposed absorption of the 
Company in the Board. ‘That such a 
petition should be urged, is, however, an 
indication of tle change coming over the 
Government ifs-lf. Under the ald régime 
the very suggestion would have Leen treated 
as an act of tresson, but iu the present 
instance there tevms a probability, not only 
that the petition will be taken into cougsider- 
alion, and fairly discussed, but that there 
is some sign of meeting the views of the 
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petitioners, or at least offering them acom- 
promise. It is the usual resalt not only 
in China, but in most countries that an 
economical department administered by the 
Government directly should be mismanaged; 
in a smaller way we may notice that the 
majority of attempts of municipalities to 
embark on industrial undertakings have 
proved mere excuses for wasting the public 
funds. It is meet and right that this 
should he so, as otherwise enterprise would 
be stifled at its fountain head. China in 
this offers no exception to the practically 
universal rule, and it 1s perhaps fortunate 
in the long run that the earliest attempts 
to introduce the ‘principle of huge Govern- 
ment monopolies should have j:roved such 
dire fiascos. Japan-in her efforts to block 
out foreign enterprise by the wholesale 
introduction of monopolies is only adding 
another proof of the rule of the inadvis- 
ability of official meddling in mercantile 
affairs. Tobacco, camphor, and all the 
other monopolies which the half informed 
financiers of Japan fondly hoped were 
going to convert a huge deficit into 
a new Eldorado have all proved for the 
overburdened taxpayer a source of still 
heavier burdens; and the latest fad ot 
bolstering up industries by wholesale 
bounties, has in the case of sugar had its 
natural ending in the wide corruption of 
aliaost the entire body politic. It is 
unfortunate that the example and sugges- 
tions of Jajan in this regard should 


carry the weight that they seem to 
do with the rulers of China. Still it is 
a source of satisfaction, that the g-eit 


mercantile body of China should begin to 
comprehend how inconsistent with goo! 
administration is the new system of at- 
t-mpted Government monopolies. The 
apparent want of capital in China, which has 
ended in wrecking every native attempt to 
finance its own communications, it is well 
to observe, has been brought about, nat hy 
any lack of means or patrictism. bat by the 
unblushing corruption of the official class, 
which has frustrated every attempt on the 
part of the monied classes to utilise their 
capital for the benefit of the Fmpire ut large. 
This of course has ever been the canker 
gnuwing at the root of the administration, 
and it would perbaps be wisest to place the 
financial question in the foreground of 
projected reforms. 


COMPULSORY MILITARY 
SERVICE, 
——?-+-e— ; 

(Daily Press, Mav 26th) 

Though it doesnot followthat the measure 
will hecame law, the Bill just introduced 
into the House of Lords at the instance of 
Lord Rosperts for making service with the 
Territorial Force obligatory on all males 
between the ages of eighteen and thirty is 
significant of the change which public opin- 
ion in this direction is undergoing at home. 
For years we have realised that our volun- 
tary [system was not all that it might be, 
and while we do not go so far as to say that 
system has failed, the feeling has undoubt- 
edly been ‘growing in the lan that it did 
not furnish the country with the numbers 
which are now considéred advisable in view 
of the great standing armies of the Continent. 
Tt has hitherto been regarded that the 
British army was adequate for purposes of 
defence, that as the force behind the 
dominant, powerful navy it was ampla 
for all it was likely to be aver called upon 
to do; bat, rightly or wrongly, that feeling 
of security, bora of a belief in the supremacy 
of the British Navy, is not now so generally 
held as it was. The reasons for this are 


obvious to all who have been following the 
trend of events during the past few months, 
While we must all deplore the panic which 
has been engendered at home by the dis- 
closure of naval programmes, we may none- 
theless admit that the discussion of the 
principle of compulsory military servica is 
decidedly opportune, to say the least. The 
telegram which we published the other day 
announcing the introduct-on :of the Bill 
nécessarily gave no details beyond the fact 
that the Territorial Force was to be made 
the basis of the new.scheme, and that the 
period of compulsory military service was to 
be between the ages of eighteen and thirty. 

In discussing this mexsure we have to 
rememher, of course, that the voluntary sys- 
tem, beloved by 80 many, is nut the precious 
heritage it is fondly believed by sentimentu- 
lisis to be. It has existed perhaps for 

about a ceatury, and even then it has always 

been shadowed by the principle of compul- 

sory service, tha liability of every man to 

serve in the defence of his conntry. Aga 

matter of factour voluntary system is only as 

old as conscription itself. Until NAPoLEON 

intr-duced conscription, most European 

countries were content with a small standing 

army which was in many instances really 

the bodyguard of the King, but the large 

forces which the French Emperor wag able 

to place in the field revea'ed the possibilities 

of the system, And so other countries 

followed his example, but none with the 

thoroughness that Germany has done. 

Britain, on the contrary, was content to rely 

on its old system, which, had the conditions 

in Europe remained the same, might still 

he adequate. But the conditions in Europe 

have not remaiued the same. Europe, in 

fact, has becone an armed camp.” Vast 

standing armies are found in all the large 

countries, beside which ours appears ridicu- 

lousiy inadequate; but to complicate the 

situation these nations are building navies 

which threaten the supremacy of our own. 

With an all-powerful navy we could perhaps 

do without a large army, but wheu the navies 

of other countries are becoming almost as 

poverful, cr sufficiently powerful to suggest 
their successfully disputing with our own, 
then we are bound to realise that our fighting 
force on land is not of that strength to 
impart any feeling of security or confilence. 
For many years army reform has been 
engaging the attention of the military 
authorities themselves and of Parliament, 
but beyond making petty changes which 
can only be described as tinkering, nothing 
radical was attempted until Mr, HALDANE’s 
Territorial Force was inaugurated last 
year, Ofgcour-e opinions were divided 
as to the value of the scheme, though 
there seems to be a greater consensus of 
ojinion now that the re-organisation was 
a d-cide.l advance on the system which it 
superseded. Still, at its hest it could not be 
expected to provide the country with the 
large force for defensive purposes which 
present exigencies would indicate to be 
necessary, and so the feeling that we were 
drifting towards some form of compulsory 
military training has gamed ground to 
such an extent that a bill to bring this 
about has been introduced into the House 
of Lords. 

After all, there is no gelting away from 
the fact that it is the logical sequel tu recent 
evenls and present conditions. If we mean 
to have an army it should be effective. No 
matter whether we approve of war or not, 
wa have to renlise that men have not yet 
“beaten their swords into ploughshares” 
and that being eo, we have to take natural 
precautions. A weak nation is a tempta- 
tion to stronger nations, and the tempta- 

yon is all the greater if the weak 
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iation be rich. Therefore, unless we are 
prepared to throw down our armaments and 
throw ourgelves upon the goodwill’ of the 
world, we must be able and ready to defend 
ourselves and the great empire of which we 
ara justly proud. Consequeptly it follows 
that if we are to have an army and navy they 
attould be equal to all possible calls. And 
it does not seem possible to attain this end 
under our present voluntary system. We 
do not impugn the patriotism of the people. 
We know that were Britain in danger her 
sons would take the field as readily as 
in the days of old. The spirit is 
still the game, but the fighting machine 
is not the same. Men are not univer. 
sally trained in the use of arms, and 
therein lies our’ danger. E: thusiastic, 
patriotic, untrained men are of little use 
against n determined, trained soldier; but 
add efficiency in the use of arms and the 
steadiness which comes from drilling men 
together to their other qualities and we 
need have little fear that the manhool of 
Britain will give a good account of itself in 
all emergencies, 

While the very word Conscription sounds 
repellant to British ears, it has to be admit- 
ted that there is not the same objection to 
a Citizen Army. Conscription interferes 
matenimlly with the induetrial and commer- 
cial life of the coun'ry. It takes away men 
from their occupations during their most 
receptive and studious years; but not so 
with a Citizen Army, the training for which 
can be accomplished in a short period of the 
year. A Citizen Army emphasises the duty 
which is apt to be overlooked these days, 
that every able-bodied man should be reads 
to take his part.inthe defence f the country, 
and that cannot be accomplishe:! wi hout 
some sacrifice on his part. He has to trai: 
himself to the use of arms, he his to mike 
himself a military efficient, and that means 
he must give up time and perhaps mones 
todoso. A Citize: Army, theagh mmplyin 
a nation under arms, dees not involv. a 

warlike frenzy. On the contrary, it wil! 
induce men to take a more sober und ser ous 
view of their responsibilities. It will not 
encsurage but repress the jingo apirit, and 
we may he sure that wars in the future, wil] 
not he ro lightly entered upon as they ave 
been in the past. 

That the Territorial Force may be 
‘eonverted into a Sitiz n Army isa lelief 
shared hy other military authorities than 
Lord Rogerts. “Add the principle of ¢ m- 
pulsion tothe Hatpane sch me, guys a ser- 
vice journal, ‘and the skel-ton ix turned 1: to 
living organisation.”” A National Army it 
the real sense of the word is created, and 
the burden of defence is equalis d, while 
the security of the country is ensured. { 
True, there will be manv objections to the 
groqosal which Lord Ropeers bas brought 


forward. Industrial difficulties will be 
pleaded. Financial anomalies will bs 
quoted. But difficulties and anomaliee 


exist at present, and as no reform can ba 
accomplished without inflicting some hard- 
ships, we need uot allow ourselves to be 
turned aside from a desirable principle by a 
few details insistently thrust under our 
notice in the hope that they may assume an 
importance which they do not deserve. 


At the ‘ordinary general meeting of the 
Oriental Telephone and Electric Company, the 
Chairman said the China and Japan Telephone 
Company had at present full employment for all 
the capital they can spare, both in Hongkong 
and Kowloon; but when the Kowloon: Canton 
Railway, which is now in conrse of construction. 
is finished, they might expect that company to 
extend their sphere of activity considerably in 
the direction of, and probably to Canton itself.

THE HONGKONG UNIVERSITY 
PROJECT, 


——_——— 
(Daily Press, May 27th.) 

The splendid lend which the Taikoo Hong 
has given in the effort to raise the fund for 
the endowment of the University which Mr. 
H. N. Mopy so magnanimously promised 
to provide for Hongkong should give the 
needed fillip to the collection of subscriptions 
and ensure the establishment of the 
University at no distant date. The sum 
required for the furnishing, equipment and 
endowment represents a capital sum of 
£110,000, or 81,250,000, and it was a con- 
dition of Mr. Mopy’s gift that the Endow- 
ment Fund should be raised hy subscription 
before building operations were commenced 
it heing his ambition to see the University 
established and working during his lifetime. 
Mr. Mopy's offer remaing open till the 
end of June, Among the Chinese a sum 
approaching ‘two lakhs of dollars has 
heen so far subscribed, so that, with the 
handsome donations by Messrs. JOHN 
Swire & Sons, the Taikoo Sugar Refining 
Co., Titd., and the Ocean Steamship Ca., 
nore than half the total amount required is 
now in sight. Five weeks more remain 
in which to obtain the balance. When we 
point to the fact that no suhseriptions from 
British or other European firme intere-ted 
in the Colony, other than those we haw. 
mentioned have been announced; that no 
report. has heen issued as to the result of the 
appeals which H. E. the Governor has made 
in many other direc'ions for suy port of the 
acheme, we feel that hefore the end of June 
it can confidently be hoped tlat the sub- 
scription ligt will be consiterably enlarged. 
His Excellency |:as earnestly api ealed “t: 
iW] who desire. on the one hand, t+ assist 
China in acqu ring Western knowledye, and, 
on tle - ther hand, toexten! Britiah prestige 
nd the knowle tge of the English language, 
in the East,’ to assist the project, Sit 
Joun Jorvan. the British Minister at 
Peking, who is a warm = supporter o' 
tha project, has heeu a-ked to -lny at 
hefore the Wai-wu-pu for presentation to 
the Grand Counci'lora and His Highness 
the Prince Recent, with a view to enlist. 
ing their ¢ -operation «nd financial support. 
The Chinese Governm nt hes contribute: 
£40,000 to a College which the @ rmin 
Government proposes to found at Ts'natan, 
ind tiere is r-ason, therefor, to hove that 
they will, nasimilar m«nner, identify th: m- 
selves with the preject in Ho gkonye which 
is likely to prove of ins-timable ov lu. 
to tle rising generation of Chinese. When 
ITis Ex-e'l ney la-t made a public speec 
on the sulj-ct he e:tertained a hope cf 
eup-art also from H. EK. the Viceroy «f 
Canton. Letters were written on the 
subject. ta the Seeretary af Stat-, to the 
Government of Yn\ia and iw Lae Gosemoy 
of the Str-its Settlements ; algo to the China 
Association, the Chancellor of Oxford 
University, to Lord Fiery, lately Secretary 
of State for the Colonies, and ‘o other in- 
fluential people, including the Munivipalits 
of Shanghai. Obviously, no eff rt bas been 
spared hy His Excellency the Gov--rnor to 
get the-money needed. As to the result of 
‘hese apreals no public statement has vet 
been made. We feel, however, that they 
cannotall have heen made in vain.. and when 
the time comes for the Committee which 
has charge of the scheme to declare the 
result of their efforts to raise the Fndow- 
ment Fund we can hardly doubt that the 
entire s::m will be well in sight. While it 
ia very gratifying to note the amount of 
financial support the scheme has already 
received from Chinese sources, we hope to 
see in the final statement that they 
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have c¢ontributel a much larger propor- 
tion of the amount. The Governor 
has looked for support not qply from the 
the Chinese residing in Hongkong and the 
immediate neighhourhood, but from Chinese 
in the Straits S-ttlements, in Java, in Siam 
and elsewhere, for they, too, may hope to 
benefit from the University to which they will 
be able to send their sons. The project is 
primarily for the Chinese and H. E. the 


Governor early in the year said he 
looked to the Chinese to proyide the 
bulk of the. funds. Mr. Mopy's offer 


remains open only a few weeks longer, 
and the time, therefore, has now arrived — 
when hesitation on the part of intending 
subscribers should cease. The munificent 
donations of t'e Taikoo Hong have 
immensely improved the prospects of the 
scheme, and we can hardly doubt that His 
xcellency’s anticipations of this noble 
eximple stimulating emulation, will in the 
few weeks that remain, be largely realised. 


THE RAILWAY ZONK AT HARBIN. 
—_—_——_——____— * 
(Daily Press, May 28th.) 

The jurisdiction question at Harbin about 
which there has been much dispute almost 
ever since the close’ of the war, has been 
settle 1, on paper at least, by an agreement 
between Russia and Ching which was signed 
at Peking on the 27th ult. and is now 
published for general information. We have 
become accustomed to hearing that in the 
Chinese Eastern Railway zone in North- 
West Manchuria there is no trace now of 
Chinese authority, and that the Russian 
uuthorities have successfu ly impressed upon 
‘h p-pulation that their ‘mi itary domina- 
tion hrs rendered China’s rizhts of eminent 
lomain fictitious. But that is not the case, 
and in the “ Preliminary Arrangement ” 
which has just ben signed we have it 
expressly ndmitted as a furdamental 
principle’ that “the sovereizn rights of 
‘hina are reengrised wthin the zone of the 
railway,” and it is further agreed that there 
hall be no infringement of these rights. 
Th: origival Convention contained a 
clivse providing for joint jurisdiction 
within the railway zones, but when that 
\uteement was signed in 1896 .there 
were no ind‘cations that Russia was 
‘kely to acquire in tha’ region the import- 
ant position sha now unqnestiogrbly 
‘ecupies and this important part of the 
‘-nvention seems to have heen more or less 
vin red, At the time that Convention was 
-igued, Har in was an irsignificant town: © 
it ix nov one +f the most pop lous cities 


is Asit, and the Russian population 
done ameunt« to ast less than 8,000 
ersons Its rapid rise to its «resent im- 


cortauce reanlts from railway developments 
during the last ten verrs, It is here that 
‘he Oymese Bisten Railway, Tooning 
North from Dalny, joins the Russian main 
line from Irkutsk and Lake Raikal to 
Vladivostock. Ever since the first Russian 
ocebpatinn of the place, during tite war 
with Japan, building appears to have been 
going on in a most extraordinarily rapid 
fa-hion. The-Russians perceived the great 
commercial possibilities of the place. 8t. 
Petersburg and Moscow became interested . 
and set to work to create here a Central 
Munchurian depét where Moscow cotton 
and woollen fabrics, and other Russian 
manufactures were to be sold in fabulous 
quantities, and great cotton-mill projects 
have been talked ahout. Although many of 
these pr-jects are -.ill in theair, there is 
nevertheless avundant evidence of a great 
Russian commercial boom at Harbin. The 
rapid growth of the Russian population in 
the city is some proof of this, and gives 
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colour to the statements which have hither- 
to been publis-.ed that Russia is politically 
as Well- as commercially dominating the 
railway zune in North-West Manchuria. It 
must be confessed that in the settlement of 
the disputes as to jurisdiction which have 
arisen, Russia has shown a much more 
conciliatory attitude than, perhaps, might 
have been expected in the circumstances. 
She would seem to have abandsned her 
original demands, which originated in cer- 
tain difficulties with regard to taxation 


leading to a claim to complete jurisdiction. . 


One clause of the Agreement declares that 
the laws, ordinances and the legislative acts 
resulting from the exercise of the rights o 
Chinese sovereignty shall ke drawn up and 
published by the Chiuese authorities in th- 
form of proclamations, «hile other clauses 
provide for the establishment of municipal 
organisations in comuercial ceutres of im- 
portance within the railway zone. These 
Councils are to be elected by the inhabitauts 
of the district, and the elected delegates are 
to choose an Executive Committee; “ or the 
inhabitants themselves may take a share in 
municipal affairs and elect from nmong 
themselves one representative to see to the 
execution of the resolutions adopted by the 
Assembly of all the inhabitauts.” Within 
the railway zone there is to be “nut the 
slightest differeuce between the Chinesa 
population and other Natiunalities, but all 
the inhabitants are to enjuy the same right. 
and be under the same obligations. A)! 
local questions of public utilily are under 
the control of the Assem ly and the right. of 
election to this assembly pertains to every 
member of the commuuity who is the owner 
af “immova:le property of fixed value 
or who pays rent and a designated 
annual tax.” The Agreement seems to 
us to be rather loosely drawn 
in some respects, and we have little confid- 
ence in the arrangement as a final settlement 
of the dispute. However, we note that the 
Chinese are for the moment well.satisfied 
with the terms of the agreement. The 
“ Peking Daily News,” which is supposed 
to be inspired by the Government bureaux, 
regards it as ‘‘a perfectly fair and equitable 
settlement” and anticipates that the applic- 
ation of the principles enunciated will have 
“far-reaching effects.” Buth in Pekin: 
aod in Tokyo it is regarded as setting a 
precedent which Japan will be expected 
to’ follow in South Manchuria, . and 
so far as we have observed there ig 
no disinclination on Japan’s part to 
do so. The outstanding feature of the 
Harbin arrangement is that the whole of 
the railway zone is practically thrown open 
to international reeidence and trade, for at. 
China's request two letters are incorporated 
as part of the Agreement providing that “as 
regards the rights of people of other nations 
they are to have such equal rights within 
the railway zone as are enjoyed by them 
in all other places in China under Treaties 
entered into between China and other 
countries.” The door then is wide open in 
this region.

“They can make ships at the docks, but they 
cannot. sharpen axes,” This was the opinion of 
a coolie who appeared before Mr. F. A. Hazeland 
at the Magistracy charged with the larceny of 
a pick-axe from the Quarry Bay shipyard yes- 
terday The defendant told his Worship that 
he took the axe away to sharpen it, but as the 
magistrate did not believe the story he sentenced 
the defendant to six weeks’ imprisonment and 
six hours’ stocks. 


During the three days endednoon on May 25th 
five cases of plague were raported from various 
parts of the Colony. The return of the num- 
ber of cases of communicable disease for the 
week ended_the 22nd May shows 13 cases of 
plague, of which 11 were fatal; 4 non-fatal 
cases of enteric fever (two being Europeans) ; 
5 cases uf small-pox (4 being Chinese and one 
Japaness). Three of the small-pox cases 
proved fatal. 


Before Mr. J. H. Kemp at the Magistracy 
on May 25, ‘ han Lau Fong, assistant manager 
of the Kui Tai Bank, Wing Lok Street, was 
charged with stealing or embezzling £3,600. 
Mr. Davidson (of Messrs, Hastings and Hauas- 
tings) prosecuted. and Mr. Leo d'Almada 
e Castro (Messrs. Goldring, Barlow and Morrell) 
represented the defendant. The case was re- 
manded until to-day week, bail being allowed in 
in the sum of $5,000. 


A novel defence was submitted *by a Chinese 
at the Magistracy on May 22nd.. In answer to 
a charge of stealing a live fowl, which, it was 
stated he picked up in the street at West Point 
and slipped under his jacket, hetold his Worship 
that the fowl was in his way, and he picked it 
up to avoid treading on it and injuring it. Mr. 
Hazeland, however, failed to appreciate such a 
kindly nature, and sent the man to prison for 
three weeks, and ordered him to be exposed in 
the stocks for six hours. 


Gunner Pidgeon, of the R.G.A., appeared 
befare Mr. Kemp at the Magistracy on May 25 
charged with refusing to pay his tram fare. De- 
fendant, whosaid he wished to proceed to Lyemun, 
took a car to the terminus at Causeway Bay. 
’ There, he was told by the conductor to takeanother 

car, but declined to do so. Instead, he returned 

to the city, but declined to pay another five cent 

fare. Mr. Glendenning handed him over to the 

Police at No. 2 Station, and on appearing before 
: ae yesteday he wag ordered to pay a fine 
- of $5.

The CuLyNIAL SECRETAKY—It must- be 
served on the owner, if it concerns the owner. 

The ACTENG AIT RNEY-GENERAL--Or his 
authorised agent, and where they cannot be 
found, on the tenant.

Hon. Mr. Gressox—lI was under the impres- 
sion that all notices were delivered by re- 
gistered letter.

Hon. Mr. OsBorne—With regard to sub- 
sidiary coins $164,000, actual | expenditure, 
how much of that is redemption, and how much 
depreciation ? 

The CHAIRMAN—S$114,000 was the actual 
loss ou the sale of the coin that was sold. 

Hon. Mr. Osporxe—-And 832,000 was spent 
on the redemption of coins ? 

The CHAIRMAN—There was an amount of 
$535,000 ‘collected and paid into the Treasury, 
and not re-issued. 

Hon. Mr. OsBporne—Sv the Government's 
loss on small coin was about 832,000. 

The CHairmAN—There was unother item of 
$274,000 of new coin in the bank which had 
never been issued. That came toa total of over 
eight lakhs which we shipped home and sold. 

Hon Mr. Hewett—That was the 5,000,000 
pieces shipped home. 

Hon. Mr. Ospogxe- -Does redemption mean 
the loss on small coin paid into the Government 
Departments? 

The CoLONIAL TREASURER—No, the loss on 
small coin sold as bullion, the amount written off 
on stock being distinct though included. 

Hon Mr. OsBorne—Might I ask what is the 
object of buying up these coins ? 

The CoLoniaL TREASURER--They are paid 
in and not re-issued. 

Hon. Mr. |Osporne—Then £32,000 re- 
presents the total loss of the Government on 
coins paid in during the last year’ 

The Cotoni:L TREAsUKE.—The £164.000 
represents the total loss. A certain amount of 
that, something like $70,000, represents the 
amount which was written off for depreciation 
on remaining stock. | 

Hon. Mr. OsBoRNE—The point that I want to 
make is that every business in this Colony 
is losing a large sum of money by having to 
receive these small coins, and in almost all 
public companies accounts you will see “loss on 
subsidiary coins." What I want to get at is, 
how much the Government are losing on the 
subsidiary coins paid to them. 

The CoLoNrAL TREASU .ER—There is the 
actual figure, §164,674.72 last year. 

The CHAIRMAN—And out of that, $114,000 
represents the loss on coins shipped home and 
sold as bullion. ‘ 

. Hon. Mr. O880RNE—Then are we to antici- 
pate a loss of $164,000 every year roughly # 

The CoLuniAL TREASURER—The issue is 
limited. It might stop some day, but we don’t 
know when. 

The CHAIRgMAN—lIt depends on the amount 
we receive and do not re-issue. We estimated 
for a loss of $36,000, but we had to exceed it 


considerably. 

Hon. Mr. Oss .RnE—So the ratepayers 
lost roughly $164,000 by having the place 
flooded with Chinese coin ? 


The CHAIRMAN—You are opening up the 
whole question now. 

Hon. Mr, Osponne—That is my reason for 
bringing itup. I want to bring it homg to 
people what they are losing. 

The CHAaIRMAN— This Government bver- 
issued subsidiary coin, and it has either got to 
go on re-issuing or take some action. The 
action it is taking is, not re-issuing up toa 
certain limit. 

Hon. Mr. Osporne—I don't want to enter 
on the old controversy, but I want to point out 
that the Colony is losing $164,000 annually by 
by this Chinese coin. 

The Cuatrman—I don't think it is fair to 
say it is. losing it annually. It lost it in the 
year 19.8. 

.The CoLonraL TREAsURER—My hon. 
friend on the right is taking a new attitude to 
the one he took two.years ago. He was then 


_ temporising; now, he is very, very fixed in his 
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CHINA OVERLAND TRADE REPORT. 


Hon. Mr. OspornE—I am of the same 
attitude now as I was then. 

The CHAIRMAN—lI would point out that the 
loss this year will not be so large, as there 
will not be the item “unissued coin to ‘sell,” 
and if does not necessarily follow that if we 
have very large payments into the Treasury 
the whole of it will be redeemed. 

The CoLontaL TrEAsUR««—It must be. 
We have to write it off. 

The CHatRMAN—I am referring to actual 
redemption. There are two items, the actual 
loss on sale and the writing-off. We must 
write off the discount. ; 

Hon. Mr. Hewerr—We are losing about 14 
per cent on subsidiary coins paid back into the 
Treasury. Is that so? 

The CHAIRMAN—Yes. 5 

Hon. Mr. Hewett—This lof#jsx not necessa- 
rily because the Colony is floodéd with Chinese 
coins, hut because for a great number of years 
this Colony has issued more than it can absorb, 
and it is now coming back to the Colony. 

‘The CoLtoniaL TREASURER—It is due %o 
both reasuns. We have over-issued, and at the 
same time the Chinese are-flooding our Colony 
with foreign coin. 

Hon. Mr. OssornE—A number of business 
men met together to discuss it, and came to 
different conclusions. But the point I want 
to make ix that the Government are losing 
a considerable sum every year by this state 
of affairs, and it is to be hoped that they 
will take all the means they can to bring 
home to the Chinese Government what this 
unlimited over-issue means to this Colony. 

The ConontaL TrEasurER—If you had 
only stuck to the majority report we would be 
in a different position now. We ought not to 
depend on the Chinese Government at all, but 
to take steps on our own account. 

The CHAIRMAN—I can assur you that His 
Excellency has brought it to the notice of the 
Chinese Authorities, and tried to point out the 
error of their ways. The Chinese Government 
are very foolish in this matter. 

Hon. Mr. Gresson—On page 14 there is an 
item, $50,000 for floating fire engine. It says 
“not yet completed.” How much has been 
spent on it? 

The CHAIRMAN—There was a delay about 
the fire float. It was expected that it would be 
purchased in the year 1908. 

Hon. Mr. Gresson—It does not follow that 
the work has been stopped? 

The CHAIRMAN—No, we are to get the float 
this year. 

Hon. Mr. Gressox—As to this military contri- 
bution on page 28, what is the explanation of that # 

The CHAIkMAN—There was an excess of 
$64,000. That was due to the Ordinary revenue 
of 1907 having exceeded the estimated revenue 
by about three lakhs. 

the CoLonraL TrReEssurER—I would point 
out that the matter does not come under the bill 
under discussion. 

The CHAIRMAN—We received more than we 
anticipated, and had to make good the percen- 
tage on the increase. 

Hon. Mr. GResson—Does the item on page 
35, the St. Enoch, come under this bill— 
£165,000 for the purchase of theSt. Enoch. 

The CHAIRMAN— Yes. 

Hon. Mr. GResson—What is being done 
with the St. Hnoch ? 

The CHAIRMAN—She is employed dredging 
out tho trench for the breakwater. 

Hon. Mr. GREsson—She is actually at work ? 

The CHAIRMAN—Yes, and has been for 
some months, 

Hon. Mr. Hewe1T—On the same page there 
is an item for installation of electric fang at 
Government House, $4,000. I suppose that is 
in addition to the $5,000 or $6,00: for which a 
special vote was asked for certain work at 
Government House. 

The CHatRMAN—A vote was taken for this 
item. - There were no fans at all in Government 
House. 

The bill was then put to the vote, and passed.

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THE PEAK TRAMWAY 


BILL. 
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MINUTE BY THE SUPERINTENDENT OF. THE 
BOTANICAL AND FORESTRY 
DEPARTMENT. 


The following minute was laid before the 
Legislative Council yesterday by command of 
His Excellency the Governor. 

Hon. Colonial Secretary, 


In accordance with instructions I submit the - - 


following notes on the proposed new cable 
tramway to the Peak districts. It is now 
six years since the question of allowing a new 
cable tramway from the town to the Peak 
to be constructed partly through the Public 
Gardens began to be considered by the Govern- 
ment; during that time four distinct proposi- 
tions have been put forward in the endeavour 
to devise a compromise by which as little 
damage as possible should be done to the very 
beautiful surroundings of the Public Gardens 
and Glenealy Ravine, while on the other hand a 
convenient route might be provided for the 
construction of the line. The four alternative 
routes were (1) a tunnel under the" Gardens (2) 
a line on the surface of Glenealy Ravine (8) a 
line on high trestles in the Ravine (4) a wide 
cutting through the Public Gardens.. The 
fourth, which was the first scheme proposed, is 
that now before you. It is the very worst of 
them all from the point of view of damage to 
the Gardens and in my capaciiy as Superintend- 
ent of the Botanical and Forestry Department 
I have felt it to be my imperative duty from the 
first to protest against it. - 

My position has throughout been supported 
by the conviction that the promoters, in their 
anxiety to secure thte concession of a second 
route to the Peak have overlooked or at any 
rate not adequately considered the limited 
number of those whom the tramway is intended 
to benefit compared with immense mass of what 
may be calied the intelligent middle classes of 
Chinese and Portuguese who would suffer 
in uw special degree if the tram were run 
in this way through one of the most im- 
portant sections of the Public Gardens. In 
order to bring this aspect of the case more 
prominently before you I would ask you 
to remember in the first place that our city 
is, in tonsequence of the great demand on the 
limited amount of ground available for building 
purposes, unusually devoid of public open 
spaces or even of private gardens and that 
access to the open country on either side of 
Victoria cannot be gained except through 
suburbs densely crowded by the poorer clagses 
of Chinese, so that the public Gardens, situated 
as they are in the centre of the residential dis- 
trict, fo & friceless possession to the 
residents of the city of Victoria, by whom 
indeed they are more or less crowded all the 
year round. In addition to this the Gardens 
are very small, some thirteen acres only 
in all, and no further ground is available 
for extending them in any direction, nor 
is there any probability that there ever will be. 
It is doubtless in consequence of these con- 
siderations that Government after Government 
has resisted all temptations to part with any of 
this area for building purposes, for which its 
value must be very high. The city is yearly 
growing in size and importance, the Gardeus are 
certainly more popular than they were five years 
ago and they may at any time again become the 
favourite resort of the English eomioailly also, 
as they used to be. , 

But apart from the general question of the 
encroachment by which some 50,000 square feet 
ont of this s area will be made absolutel 
useless to the frequenters of the Gardens 
would desire to emphasise the detriment which 
would be caused to the beauty and. seclu- 
sion of the Gardens by this particular kind of 
encroachment. The noise made by a cable 
tramway must be well known now to Net 
resident, the rattling of the wheels over whi 
the cables run can be heard far from the present 
line and it is through the part of the Gardens, 
most remote at present from noisy roads, that 
it is proposed to run these trams. It would 
moreover be difficult to imagine anything 
more ,detrimental to the auty of the 
Gardeys than a straight cutting 100 feet wide 
succecded by a line of trestles capry.ng the 
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metals on which the cars would run. The 
Gardens are widely famed for their beauty, and 
are frequently and justly spoken of as the 
prettiest for their size of all the fine Botanic 
Gardens for which our Colonies are famous. 

As a botanist I specially deplore and most 
earnestly protest against the proposal that this 
catting should pass through and utterly destroy 
one of the best collections of palms and other 
trees in the world. More than 100 fine, well 
grown palms,some of them magnificent specimens, 
are marked on the plan before you for destruc- 
tion, besides numerous smaller trees and shrubs 
of great scientific value. Not one of them can 
be’ transplanted in consequence of their size 
and age, and even if their removal were 
possible there would be no space available 
for their reception. I would ask you ta 
consider the patient labour and the skill, sup- 
ported by liberal funds from the Govern- 
ment during the last 4 years, which have 
resulted in the accumulation of this splendid 
collection, There was hardly a tropical botanic 
en in the seventies that did not either by 
t gift or with the generous assistance of 
the Royal Botanic Gardens at Kew send us con- 
tributions, The difficulty of getting small trees 
in a living state from distant countries is very 

and each tree thus obtained is often 
established only after several failures. Such a 
series as we possess is therefore a lasting 
monument of past enterprise as well as a 
scientific possession of priceless value of which 
not only the Colony but the English botanical 
world may be justly proud. 

There are I think some very special grounds 
such as I have detailed above why our small 
Gardens and this particular part of them should 
not be thus intruded upon, but so much light is 
thrown upon the general question of encroach- 
ment upon open spaces in large towns by the 
wholesome principles and practice, well establish- 
ed during during the Jast half century in such 
cases in England hy English public opinion, 
that I would also invite vour attention to the 
legislation and to the decisions of the highest 
courts in London upon the subject and J am 
convinced that in them will be found opinions 
accentuating the contentions that I am endea- 
vouring to express in support of my views. 
Such an encroachment would I believe be found 
to be utterly opposed to the spirit and letter of 
English law as well as to the true spirit of social 
progress which animates our home parliament 
in dealing with these and like matters in 
England. 

The principle at least of the Common Acts 
of 1866 and 1876 will I believe be respected 
here, by which lands over which there are any 
public rights are secured from encroachment, 
and I feel sure that the application of the prin- 
ciple to these Gardens which have been for 40 
years dedicated to public use and have been 
largely used during the whole of that period 
will be appreciated. To show the great public 
interest felt and the strong public opinion exis- 
ting on this subject of the prevention of 
encroachment on opeu spaces I would refer to 
the existence and activity of the “Commons 
Preservation Society of London which has 
for its object the prevention of encroachment 
upon all lands dedicated to the use of the 
public. There is also the a:tive and success- 
ful “ Metropolitan Public ‘:ardens Association 
formed by the Earl of Meath in 1882 for the 
special object of opening ‘ etropolitan Gardens 
and preserving them from encroachment. 
Similar organizations flourish in most of the 
larger towns of England as well as in many of 
the Colonies. 

As I have been instructed to submit this 
minute without delay I am unable to give any 
detailed reference to the proceedings of these 
Societies or to the speeches made during the 
debates in the House of Commons on the Acts 
referred to, but in them could doubtless be found 
many cogent arguments in support of conten- 
tion. These arguments I submit apply with 
special force to the case of our small, beautiful 
and scientifically valuable gardens and when 
the unsightliness and noisiness of this particular 
kind of encroachment is considered I am con- 
fident that the feeling of the community will 
recoil from this irreparable injury.

BATHING IN A FISH TANK. 

| The following correspondence in connection 
| with the nuisance at the Western Market was 
| laid on the table. 
; Myr. SHELTON Hooper wrote on the 18th 
j inst.:—Sir. I annex copy of correspondence 
| between the Government and myself relative to 

a nuisance at the New Western Market, which I 
will thank you to circulate to members of the 
Board. ‘I he incident referred took place at a 
time when the market was open to the public, 
as it is every day after dark. Owing to the 
prevulence of contagious diseases of the worst 
sort and skin diseases amongst the lower class 
Chinese, I consider the use of the fish tanks as 
| baths a source of danger to the public health, 
an opinion which is shared by the medical men 
whom I have consulted on the matter. 

Mr. Hooper's letter to the Colonia! Secretary, 
was dated 8th May, and was in the following 
terms :—‘ Sir, Whilst inspecting the Western 
Market with two other members of the Sanitary 
Board last evening ‘at seven o'clock to report on 


perfectly nude washing himself over the fish 
tank. Such a thing is not only disgusting and 
revolting but I consider it a d nger to the 
public health. I would ask therefore that His 
Excellency the Governor be informed of it and 
gite such directions as to put a stop to it.” 

“The reply of the Colonial Secretary, dated 
12th May, was as follows: Sir, With reference 
to your letter of the 8th inst., fam directed to 
state that the incident to which you allude took 
place after dark when all business in the market 
had ceased, and only a few stall holders were 
left washing up their stalls. Instructions have 
now been issued to the Inspector in charge in the 
market at about seven o'clock in the evening 
to see that there is no repetition of the occur- 
rence, and the Head of the Sanitary Department 
will post a notice in the market informing all 
concerned that such a practice is forbidden.” 

Dr. FItTzwILLiaMs minuted—It is satis. 
factory to receive the assurance that this will 
| 


not occur again. 

Hon. Mr. HEWETT minuted—I fail to see 
that the fact that the man was washing himself 
in the fish tank “ after dark” affects the ques- 
tion to any appreciable extent. The objection 
is to the man using the tank at all us a bath. 

Mr Hooper — Sir, I thought that this 
nuisance was of such a nature that the wider 
the publicity given to it the more chance there 
is of preventing a recurrence There is no 
doubt as to the tacts, for you, Sir, were with me 
and witnessed the occurrence. I therefore com- 
municated to the Government direct, because it 

j Seems to me a little doubtful as to who has 
authority to instruct the Sanitary Department. 
I don't know whether the Sanitary Board have, 
‘though I think we have, but at any rate the 
Government have the right to instruct them. 
It was for this reason I communicated direct. 
[The Government seem to have treated the 
| matter rather lightly and are trying to dis. 
{count the incident on account of it having 
taken place “after dark.” Certainly it was 
after dark. The market is open to the 
public after dark, and it was for that 
reason we were there to report on the lighting. 
Any member of the public might have 
been present, man or woman, making 
purchases, and as I have said the thing is dis- 
gusting and revolting. I may take this oppor- 
tunity of saving that I was informed a week 
before this incident took place that in this same 
market a Chinaman was seen deliberately com- 
mitting a nuisance (which is unprintable). Now 
if you take two incidents together they will go 
far to show that there is something lacking in 
the supervision of the market, The Govern- 
ment in their reply alluded to the inspector in 
charge of the market. I was not aware that

Officer of Health will see that this order of the 
Government is carried out.

SUCCESSFUL WEATHER 
FORECASTS. 


The Report of the Director of the Observatory 
Jaid on the table at yesterday's meeting of the 
Legislative council, states: ‘The comparison of 
weather-forecasts issued daily with the weather 
subsequently experienced, has been conducted on 
the same system as heretofore (compare Annual 
Report for 1896 §5). The results are as 
follows :—Success 59 per cent., partial success 
31 per cent., failure 7 per cent., partial failure 
9 per cent. Following the method used in 
Meteorological Offices and taking the sum of 
total and partial success as a measure of success, 
and the sum of total and partial failure asa 
measure of failure, 90 per cent. of the weather- 
forecasts were successful in 1908. The average 
resuits for 1906 and 1907 were as follows :— 
Succass 57 per cent , partial success 33 per cent,, 
failure 1 per cent., partial failure 9 per cent.

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CELEBRATIONS IN HONGKONG. 


As in the other parts of the Empire, the 
anniversary of the birthday of the late Queen 
Victoria, which was celebrated so long that it 
was felt the day should still preserva its especial 
significance and which has now become Empire 
Day, was duly observed in Hongkong. The 
day was set ut ax a holiday but unfor- 


tunately the contiguous rain spoiled all plans 
for outdoor enjoyments until late in the after- 
noon. The British ships in the harbour dis- 
played bunting in honour of the occasion, and 
in other respects the special character of the 
day was remembered. 

THE GOVERNOR ON DUTIES UF EMPIRE. 

His EXceuLeNcy THE GuvERNOE attended 
at the Kowloon British School, where were gat- 
-hered the children of both British schools, in the 
*morning, and delivered au appropriate adddress. 
His Excellency was accompanied by the Hon. 
Mr. F. H. May. Mr. E. A. Irving, Mr. T. F. 
Hough, Dr. Pearse, and among the others pre- 
sent were Mr. A. Shelton Hooper, Bros. 
Christian and C'yprian, of St. Joseph's College. 
Mr. P. P. J. Wodehouse, and a number of 
parents and others interested. 

Mr. 8. JAMES, B.A. theheadmaster, opened the 
proceedings. He said—Befure we share in the 
privilege of hearing an Empire Day address from 
a living Empire-builder. I will ask His Excellency 
to present some prizes which have heen awarded 
in honour of a dead Empire-builder. I incan 
the Nelson Essay Competition. This competi- 
tion was the ontcome of a lecture delivered to 
the pupils of the school by Lieut. Davies of 
H.M.S8. Merlin. There is one thing which 
may require some cxplanation—all three 
prize-winners are members of what is often 
incorrectly termed the weaker sex. The explan- 
ation is that boys who are over 12 years of 
age are not allowed to attend this school. 
Two boys of ten years were considered 
for prizes. In one caxe the spelling and 
composition were so perfect that the ex- 
aminers came to the conclusion that he 
must have received outside aid. In the 
second case the writing and spelling were 
imperfect, as they often are, in a boy of 10, 
but the subject matter was so good that had 
the essay not been left half-finished. the’ ex- 
aminers informed me that he must have won 
the first prize. I found his reason fer not 
finishing the essay a perfectly natural! one— 
“Please Sir, mother said it was time to go to 
bed.” To show how ancient animmosities 
have disappeared iu tho reigu of King 
Edward the Peacemaker, I yuote a_pass- 
age from the essay of a competitor 
who is of French descent and who also won the 
second prize; “If Napoleon has been great on 
land, Nelson has been great on the sea., He 
won the admiration not only of his countrymen, 
but of the entire world, including even his 
enemies. All the life of this illustrious admiral 
was like that of our French knight Bayard. - 
“ Sang peur et sans reproche.” ‘The first prize 
presented by Lieut. Davies, R.N.. goes to 
Ena Taylor. The second preseuted by Lieut. 
Duke, R.N., goes to Trinidad Boutinon. The 
third, presented by Mrs. Main, goes to Freda 
Schmetz, who has left the Colony. 

His EXceLueNcy said—Ladies and gentle- 
men, boys and girls of the British Schools:—A 
short time ago when I distributed the prizes 
here I said that I hoped that we might have the 
pleasure of going to-day for a water picnic, but 
it was intimated to me that it would be prefer- 
able if I came here and addressed you ds the 
weather has turned out most unpropitious. I 
have fallen in with this arrangement. To-day is 
Empire Day and we observe it as a public holi- 
day by ordinance in this colony in order that 
there will be one universal holiday throughout 
the whole empire to stimulate patriotism, 
and to remind us of our duties as free citizens 
and, as Kipling says, “lest we forget” our 
heritage and its duties. You have all heard of 
the enormous extent of the British empire, that 
it covers over 114 million square miles of the 
surface of the earth. about one-fifth of the whole 
of the globe, and that it includes some 410 
millions of people, about one-fifth of the whole 
human race, speaking innumerable languages 
and living under varying conditions of 
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development. The key-note of the British 
empire, of British rule, has been that each of these 
different races should enjoy and develop along 
their own lines thorough freedom of speech and 
freedom of tho press. provided that these are 
uot misnsed to create sedition, and while we 
have thus fostered independent thought and 
action, and given full means of expression of 
thought to every race, it has been the aim of the 
British wherever they have set foot to influence 
and promote this liberty and this freedom by 
encouraging # system of impartial justice. 
That, beys and girls, I would like you to 
remember as the key-note of the British Empire. 
It has been founded on justice. xAnd it has been 
the object of the British in all their colonies to 
endeavour to teach the subject races the value 
of this priceless hoon. Slavery disappears, for 
every man is equal in the eye of the law, bribery 
and corruption cannot exist under these condi- 
tions. It is because the empire has been found- 
ed on this great principle that it has lasted for 
so many Years aud has prospered ax no other 
empire in the world hagever done. It is because 
it has heen founded on no selfish motive that we 
ean all be proud to belong to it and the noblest 
men the uation has produced have been content to 
give their lives to its service. Under the British 
flac we claim that all men of whatever race or 
colour, whatever religion, no matter whether 
they are wealthy or poor, enjoy greater freedom 
than they did before the flag came. That is 
the reason why we vencrate our flag and are 
prepared to give our lives to defend it. Itisa 
stirring thought that to-day there are over fifty 
diffe-ent colonies all over the earth where that 
flag.will be unfurled, and that the national 
anthem, which vou have just heard suog. will 
be heard in all those different parts of the 
world. But this British Empire, of which we 
are so proud and from which we derive 
these benefits of freedom and opportunities 
for a world-wide trade. can only exist while 
its citizeus are worthy men and women, amd 
while each cue is willing to coutribute in his or 
her own depree to maintain its truditions and 
defend it. Ido not limit what I say to those of 
British birth, for every British subject is a 
citizen of the British empire. If we confine our 
aspirations to personal advancement, personal 
wealth, if our ambition is sclely to obtain 
personal distinction and personal pleasure, if we 
are not ready to muke some real sacrifice for the 
empire, we shall uet continus long to enjoy its 
benefits aud it will pass from us. There are 
those who say that the British citizen of to-day 
is unworthy of the prreat trust aud heritage 
which has descended tu him, that we are wrapped 
up too much in money-making aud in pleasure- 
seckinug, that we are too absorbed in our own 
coucerus to remember that the ideal of empire is 
that every British citizen should endeavour to 
make known ta those around him the benefits 
which he enjoys. to mitigate the distress. to 
provide education. to check the evils from 
drink aud other forms of self-indulgence by 
providing healthy recreation. In short, by 


respecting vurselves and endeavouring to 
teach  solf-respect and self-improvement 
to every other British citizen, that is the 


way in which the traditious aud ideals of the 
Kinpire may be maintained. Each one of us 
can bear our share in maintaining these tradi- 
tions either by personal service ar contributions 
to such institutions as I have described. In 
that way we shall prove that we are not un- 
worthy of our forefathers and that British 
citizens arg not decadent. There is another 
duty which devolves upou us and which we 
should share, and that is the defence of the 
empire. I hold it to be the clear duty 
of every able-bodied man to prepare himself 
should occasion arise to defend the empire. I 
hold it to be the duty of every employer 
to incur some loss, some money loss, in 
order to enable those he employs to thus 
prepare themselves. I hold it to be the duty 
of every British matron to teach her sons the 
benefits they derive and are deriving and the 
duties they owe to the Empire. And those who 
are called upon to contribute to the army and 
the navy must do so freely and without grudge, 
It is the least they can do. Looking at it on 
the lowest basix. it ix am iusurance on their 
Praee We have had some splendid ex- 
amples lately of voluntary taxation incurred by 
some of the self-governing colonies, New Zea- 
land, Canada, Australia and others in order to 
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add to the army and navy of the empire. Hong- 
kong at present isnot able to do anything in 
that way. Woe occasionally hear complaints of 
the amount which we pay towards the army, but 
seeing it is half the amount of the cost which is 
incurred of the force which defends our own 
colony, we shall regret, if ever it comes that the 
existence of the empire is put to the trial, that 
we did not realise our responsibilities sooner, 
and Hongkong will be one of the first of the 
oversea colonies to feel the brunt of the strain. 
You boys of the Victoria School have a cadet 
corps of which you huve every reason 
to be proud, and I trust that every one 
of you will become an efficient volun- 
teer in the service of the empire. I 
will add only one word to those who hear me 
and to any who perchance may read my words 
reported in the papers, and that is that I 
earnestly beseech you to take these matters to 
heart in no method of scare or panic but, in that 
sober, dogged, serious way which is natural to the 
British and which is the way in which our fore- 
fathurs dealt with these miatters, as matters 
worthy of the serious consideration of every 
British subject. Let the words of the 
recesgsional hymn which we ure about to hear 
sung find an echo in every British subject 
in this British community to-day. 

The children having sung Kipling’s Re- 
cessional Hymu, His Excellency stated that 
he had received the following telegram from 
Lord Meath: ‘“ Empire blesses the King.” 

With the singing of the National Anthem the 
procecdings terminated. 

THE HONGKONG CLUB. 

At noon the members of the Club assembled 
to mest His Excellency the Governor who had 
been invited to attend und when glasses had 
been charged Mr. T. F. Hough, on behalf of the 
President, whose absence he regretted, proposed 
the toast of * Our King, our constitution and 
vur flay, and in doiug so referred to the 
pleasure which they all experienced at having 
His Excellency present. He added too that 
they were pleased to see present to share 
in their celebrations gentlemen* who were 
not of British birth and he thanked them 
for the good feeling which they showed by 
coming to join in their celebrations. The 
toast having been honoured, the Governor 
replied. He remarked that it was particularly 
ratifying to take part in a celebration which 
had not been arranged in the‘ordinary way, as 
there was then do mistaking the enthusiasm 
behind it, and he went on to say that on Empire 
Day they onght all, us ina businesy concern, 
to take stuck of where they were and what were 
their duties to the empire of which they formed 
a part. His Excellency then proposed the 
toast of * Our Empire,” which having been 
acknowledged, the proceedings terminated with 
three cheers anda tiger for His Excellency called 
for by Mr. Hough.

AN INJUNCTION GRANTED.

Soares and Co., to restrain them from selling 
flour in bags marked so as to be calculated to be 
passed off as the flour of the plaintiffs. Counsel 
submitted that the bags on the face of them 
were liable to deceive, especially as much of the 
flour went into the country. The plaintiff's 
bags were marked with the three colour brand 
and defendants also had the same colours. ~ 

Hon. Sir Henry Berkeley, K.C., who was 
instructed by Mr. Leo d'Almada e Castro (of 
Messrs Goldring. Barlow and Morrell). for the 
defence. said there had been no infringement by 
the defendant because he was only the agent, and 
sold the flour on behalf on the American Trad- 
ing Co. Defendant had cabled the company 
and they replied that there was no infringement, 
and instructed him to contest the case. 

His Lordship said he would grant the injunc- 
tion because oven if defendaut undertook not to 
sell the flour someone elsxe could do sv.

In APPELLATE JURISDICTION.

LEUNG SHUI KONG t. IMPERIAL BANK OF 
CHINA, 

The Chief Justice and the Puisne Judge sat 
to hear an appeal from the judgment of the 
Chief Justice in the cage in which the Imperial 
Bank of China were plaintiffs and Leung 
Shui Kong defendant. Mr.W. W. Slade and 
Mr. H. G. Calthrop, instructed by Mr. Hett, 
of Messrs. Brutton and Hett, appeared for 
the appellants, and the Hon. wr, H. : 
Pollock, K. C. instructed by Mr. Gedge, of 
Messrs. Johnson, Stokes and Master, appeared 
for the respondents. 

Mr. Slade, in opening, stated that this was 
an appeal from so much of the judgment of the 
Chief Justice as decreed that Leung Shui Kong 
was liable on the two heads of claim, which were 
that he was liable as guarantor of his deceased 
brother on a overdraft of his deceased brother with 
the plaintiff bank. The main question which 
their Lordships would have to decide was one 
of law. He proposed to submit taking every 
single finding of fact in the learned judgment 
of the court below that the right conclusion of 
law would be that the defendant was not liable. 
He would then submit that on certain small 
points the learned judge in the court below did 
not draw a correct inference from the facts 
before him. 

The Chief Justice—The point is a very small 
one? 

Mr. Slade—Yes. 

Counsel proceeded with his statement and the 
hearing was adjourned. 


Weduesday, 26th May. 


The hearing of the appeal was continued. 

Mr. Slade said he could show, from the Bank's 
own book, strong prima fucie ground for believing 
that the account showing the deficiency was not a 
personal one, and it was for the Bank to prove 
the opposite beyond any reasonable doubt, before 
they could have judgment for the amount. 

Mr. Calthrop. who followed, said their Lord- 
ships would see by the re-amended defence that 
the agreement between Leung King Wo, ap- 
pellant’s deceased brother, and the Bank was 
for a term of one year on trial. As the agree- 
ment was only for a year, the guarantee, 
therefore, was only for a year. The follow- 
ing paragraph in the re-amended defence dealt 
with the fact that after the expiration of tho 
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agreement there was'an appointment of Leung 
King Wo as agent, and not as manager. That 
alturation also would be sufficient to discharge 
the surety. A further paragraph set out that 
Leung King Wo, after the agreement entered 
into for guarantee, acted as compradore to the - 
Bank. That was another ground for discharge 
of the surety. That also led to the point that, 
if this deficiency was made out against Leung 
King Wo, it was one which arose from his 
position as compradore and not from his posi- 
tion ag manager. ‘Therefore the surety was 
discharged on that ground from any liability 
under the agreement on the part of appellant. 
After argument the hearing was adjourned.

A COLLISION IN THE CHINA 8BA. 

An action for damages for collision was 
instituted by Wong Cheong Wai, owner of the 
junk No, 12.115 against Michael Jebsen, of 
Apenrade, Schleswig-Holstein, in the Empire: 
of Germany, owner of the steamship Holstein, 
plaintiff claiming $10,'00 for the loss of the 
junk and her. cargo. The collision took place 
place on the China Sea on 24th October, 1908. 
‘The Hon. Mr. H. E. Pollock, K.C., instructed 
by Messrs. Goldring, Barlow, and Morrell, 
appeared for the plaintiff, and Mr. M. W. 
Slade, instructed by Messrs. Deacon, Looker 
and Deacon, appeared for the defendant. 

Mr. Pollock, in opening said the plaintiff's 
case was that the collision occurred at about 
11.30 p.m. on the 24th October last year at a 
place near Tong ¥i point, situated between 
Hongkong and Swatow. The plaintiff's Junk 
was cruising in company with another junk 
owned by his brother and they were out fish- 
ing. The defendant's steamer approached them 
and they alleged that had she kept on her 
course sie would have cleared them, but she 
starboarded her helm improperly and cut the junk 
intwo. The stern of the junk sank and four 
women were drowned. ‘I'he steamer did not 
lower a boat or stand by to render 
assistance to those in the junk but contin- 
ued on her way to Hongkong. The portion of’ 
the junk that did not sink was towed to the 
coast by plaintiff's brother's junk and sub- 
sequently brought to Hongkong. The plaintiff 
alleged that the steamer was improperly and 
negligently navigated, that no proper look-out 
was kept, and that she did not comply with the © 
regulations for prevention of collisions. De- 
fendant's story was a very different one. Their 
contention apparently was that the Junk was at 
the time heading in towards the coast of China, 
and that the junk suddenly swung round on 
her course and attempted to pass across the 
steamer’s bow, thereby rendering a collision 
inevitable. ae 

The case was part heard and adjourned. 
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A NIGHT IN HIGH SOCIETY. 


AND A YEAR IN JAIL. 


For one night of pleasure, illegally obtained, 
Wong Fuk, a coolie, has now started on a term 
of a year’s imprisonment. He appeared before 
Mr. F. A. Hazeland at the Magistracy on May 27 
on the charge of breaking and entering 207, 
Des Voeux Road Central, and stealing there- 
from jewellery to the value ‘of 3730. Most of 
this jewellery he was successful in either pawning 
or selling, and with the proceeds he replenished 
his wardrobe and appeared at Shektontsui on 
Wednesday night as gentleman Wong. Clad 
in a long and costly silk gown, and wearing a 
pair of gold rimmed spectacles, he spent the 
evening hours with a number of singing girls. 
All went well while his cash lasted, but ranning 
short of this necessary article he went to pawn 
one of the rings he had stolen, and was detained 
by the pawnbroker, and handed over to the 
police. When his Worship heard the story 
yesterday he sentenced the defendant to one 

ear’s imprisonment with hard labour and twelve 
flours’ stocks, the sentence including a charge 
of returning from banishment. :

The Board of Posts and Communications 
at Peking has proposed to float a large 
shipping company with un enormous capital 
to start regular services of steamers 
on the Rivers and along the Chinese 
coast and to run steamers to Singapore. Java, 
Australia, San Francisco, Yokohama and 
Bombay, as and when it ix thought expedient to 
doso. The capital is te be contributed by the 
Government and merchants equally, and the 
concern will be under their joint management. 
It is proposed to place an order at once with a 
well known German firm for ten steamers and 
more vessels are to be built later on. But 
owing to the difficulty in raising the necessary 
funds the Government has not yet decided 
whether to accept the Board's proposal or uot.

A report from the British Commercial 
Attaché at Yokohama states that two Japanese 
Government Bills relating to shipping and 
shipbuilding subsidies were recently read for 
the first time. At present, he says, three kinds 
of subsidies are given to shipping in Japan, 
viz.: (1) A general encouragement to naviga- 
tion ; (2) a subsidy to certain specially-ordered 
servicés; (3) a shipbuilding encouragement 
subsidy. It is proposed by the uew Bill. which 
is called the ‘““Ocean Lines Subsidies Law,” 
to replace the first two so far ax the ships plying 
to distant countries are concerned. The 
subsidies to services in neighbouring seas, such 
as those to China, Corea, &e., will be continued 
as at present, ¢e, up to 1914, the vessels 
employed will continue tu enjoy subsidies under 
the old Navigation Encouragement Law, while 
the subsidies for specially ordered services will 
run for the terms for which they were voted, 
and will then doubtless be renewed. By the 
provisions of the new Bill the Minister of 
Communications is given power to grant a 
subsidy to Japanese subjects, or companies 
consisting solely of Japanese subjects, and 
during a period ranging from three to 10 years 
make them maintain‘a service on the following 
four r.utes: (1) European route; (2) North 
American route: (3) South American route; (4) 
Australian route. Vessels must be over 3,000 
tons gross and 12 knots speed, and less than 15 
years old. The Attaché adds, however, that his 
will probably be altered to 1,000 tons and 25 
years. Foreign built vessels cannot receive 
this subsidy (this does not apply to vessels 
which have been on the Japanese register 
for less than five years, and for which the 
consent of the Minister of (‘ommunications 
has been obtained). The subsidy shall be given, 
according to the -conditions of the route, at a 
rate of not more than 50 sen (about Is.) per ton 
of gross tonnage for every 1,000 miles traversed 
ata speed of 12 knots, and for every extra knot

10 per cent. The subsidy will be reduced by 5 
per cent annually after five years. When foreign 
built vessels ure used half of the above-mentioned 
sum is to be given. When vessels have been | 
built according to special orders or are employed 
on a route not yet opened for five years, the sum 
may be increased by not more tian 25 per cent. 
Supplementary regulations provide for the 
enforcement of the law from Jaunary 1.1910. 
Ships which at that time are entitled under the 
Navigation Encouragement Law toa subsidy, 
or are being built with a view to enjoying that 
subsidy, may receive it until September 30, 
19 4, but vesselx which take advantago of this 
clause to enjoy the old form of subsidy cannot 
benefit by the new one. The changes in the 
Shipbuilding Encouragement Law are as 
follows: No money shall be granted to any 
vessel of less than ,000 tons gross (the present 
figure is 7U0), and instead of distinguishing 
between vesselx of from 700 to 1,000 tons (for 
each ton of which class the present law allows 
12 yen) and vessels of and over 1,000 tons (for 


general provision will be made empowering the 
authorities to grant from 11 to 22 yen per ton 
according to their judgment. The authorities 
will also be able to forbid use of foreign mater- 
ials in the equipment of the vessels, except in 
certain specified cases. Hitherto this clause 
applied only to the hull and machinery, but the 
addition of equipment has been suggested so as 
to aid native industries. The new law is to 
be enforced from January 1,1910, and to remain 
in force for 10 years, but its provisions will not 
apply to ships for the building of which per- 
mixsion has already been obtained.

THE INTERNATIONALINSTITUTE 
AT SHANGHAT, 


DIRECTORS SEMI-ANNUAL REPORT. 


We make the following extracts from the 
23rd Report of the Luternational Lnstitute, or, 
of the Mission among the Higher Classes in 
China :— 

ENCOURAGEMENTS. 

The first thing to be expecially noticed 
within the last six months is the encouragement 
that the work has received. At the last semi- 
annual meeting, the Director-in-chief pointed 
out the financial difficulties under which. he. as 
the one bearing the chiof responsibility, had 
been compelled to meet in furthering all the 
objects of the Institute. Since then there have 
been several signs of encouragement. Mrs. 
Murray Warner, with her mother Mrs. Bass 
of Boston, contributed Tls. 1.010. Soon after 
this the Alumni Association of the Lustitute, 
at the first meeting, subscribed a suffi- | 
cient amount to purchase for tho library 
the << Historians’ History of the World.” 
In a few days a letter was received from jthe | 
Chairman of our American Committee, Mr { 
William G. Low. subscribing another (gold) | 
81.000. We are heartily grateful for Mr. Low's 
coutinued generosity, since the Lustitute first | 
became an incorporate body. He has already 
contributed (vould) *8.325, amounting at the| 
present rate of exchange to over Tls. 12,000. It 
is for this reason that the contributions for the 
building fund from the United States appear so 
large. With a few more such large individual 
givers the Institute would be plac ‘d on a solid 
basis. Later on in the year, the Chinese com- 
pleted the amount required for the purchase of | 
about 1,3 of a Chinese acie, which fills out the 
present site of the Institute into one complete 
piece of ground. Towards this the Shanghai 
laotai contributed $200, and Mr. Chu Pao San, 
and Mr. Yen Tsze Chun subscribed what was 
still lacking, 

Other encouraging features appear later on 
in the report. ‘ 

DISCOURAGEMENTS, 

As the encouragement centres around the 
financial situation, so does the discouragement. 
It was only six months ago that we theutioned 
the forward movement of the British Committee. 
Several very intluential men had consented to 
allow their names to be added to the Committee. 
A general appeal was issued. ‘Lhe amount of 
cantributions was so small, that their Executive 
‘ ommittee felt it useless to put forth further 


efforts, and therefore transferred the amount to 


ta 455 
the account in Shanghai, Tls. 1,878.80. It is 
our opinion, however, the smallness of the 
amount should not cause the British at home to 
eliminate themselves from this International 
scheme. It is no doubt true that a large 
number of the old China hands, who have money 
at their disposal, would prefer to have their money 
placed ina British scheme, rather than in one 
that equally forwards the interests of other 
nationalities. It is also true that those who are 
specially interested in Missions prefer to give 
their money to the regular cliannels of 
Missionary Societies, rather than to a work like 
that of the International Institute, which 
includes the followers of all religions in one 
harmonions society. These are only the natural 
difficulties which will have to be faced and 
overcome, whether they be British, or American 
or Chinese, or persons of any other nationality, 
who are favourable to the aims and methods 
outlined in the plan of the Institute. We 
appreciate the generosity of those who have 
given, and it is our hope that the amount may 
stil be increased by the generosity of spme one 
man, as in the case of funds being raiséd by the 
American Committee. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

Instead of the membership being 253 year 
agra und 224 six months ago, it is 191 at the 
present time. It.is with regret that we have 
to report that there hag been no increase in 
membership from among the Chinese. They 
have shown great liberality for special objects, 
for which we are grateful, but it is a difficult 
task to secure steady contributions for the 
Maintenance of the work. More good could no 
doubt be done in favour of Western ideas if 
foreigners themselves would show more genero- 
sity in helping on the work, without the necessity 
of appeal to the Chinese for their financial 
assistance. 

At the time of unveiling the Tablet to the 
late Yen Shao Fang, « letter was presented to 
Viceroy Tuan Fang through his Chinese 
Deputies of the t.ureau of Foreign Affairs: 
This letter was a request for an annual grant- 
in-aid and was signed by over forty of the 
officers of the Institute, including seven who are 
Consulx-General. Up to the present time no 
reply has been received from the Viceroy. It 
is understood that the letter wus duly presented, 
but it is feared that owing to the 
lack of funds in the Provincial Treasury 
nothing will be granted fer aid of the 
Institute.

CONCLUSION. 

The International Institute has had from its 
beginning unusual opportunities ; some of these 
have been neglected and cannot be regained ; 
others still remain to be utilised’ for the good of 
education and friendly relations between the 
people of this vast Empire and those of other 
countries. As originally designed, it was a 
Mission among the higher slakeos: and the 
object was especially to secure the influence 
of officials and Literati. Since the In- 
stitute has been located in Shanghai, 
it has heen brought more in connexion with an 
influential mercantile class; connexion, however, 
is kept up with the Chinese officials by means 
of correspondence and by meeting them as they 
pass through Shanghai. This principle of 
Winning over those who possess learning, 
wealth, goodness or any form of influence for 
the benefit of the larger number who are less 
favoured, is a principle that is now recognised 
by nearly all Missionary Societies. Tho wide 
circle of acquaintance that has been secured by 
the Institute in the past is. an opportunity 
Which very few organizations established by 
foreigners have been privileged to have. By 
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properly using this’ opportunity there is the 
possibility of increased usefulness by the diffe- 


rent forms of work which are undertaken by 
the Institute.
